2. Authorizes Assignee to file patent applications in any or all countries on any or all 
of said inventions and discoveries in the Assignor's name or in the name of Assignee or 
otherwise as Assignee may deem advisable, xmder the International Convention or otherwise;

furnish Assignee with any and all documents, photographs, models, samples and other 
physical exhibits in Assignor's control or in the control of its successors or assigns which may 
be useful for establishing the facts of all conceptions, disclosures, and reduction to practice of 
said inventions and discoveries.
